Sorrow, Evil and Poverty to fome Countrics and People in 
3 Good and Honeſt men are Abuſed and Scoft at by the 
baſe and inferior rabble. 

Theſe kind of Phoſma's or Apparitions never happen, but they 
prelage ſome hurry or ſtorm in the World, as we have had large 
experienccof within a few Months: And a Learned x 
gives this account of their effe@&s. Pluvias naturaliter ſignificat, 
ob copiam bumoris in nubibus comprebenſim, Politice denotat magnum 
confliiuns aut Cladem.. That there wilt in ſome Country be difle- 
rence, both Popular and Private, is without Controverſy ; but 
with what kind of cloak the babe ſhall be covered I will not dif 
pute,bur this 1 am ſure, that every threed ofthewhole garment wilk 
be lined with Religion,and things of that make and nature; And 
that 1 may prove Afﬀtrologically what I have here ſaid. Obſerve: 

That Japiter who is Eord of the ninth, is alſo Lord of the | 
cendait in the Aſcendant, and diſpoſeth of the Mon who is but 
juſt removed out of the ninth Houſe, 'and Mercrry who is Lord 
the ſeventh and difpolitor of Saturn, is indire& Oppoſition to th 
Moon and Cuſp of that Houſe alſo; and Mars who difpeſeth of 
the Dragons Tail, was in Square to the Moon nrtvg her paſſage 
through the ninth Houth, and'Juring the firſt half of the time of 
the appearance of this'Pbaſma the Moon was wholly and locally in 
the ninth Houſe, -andalſo the Moon who was but a few Minutes 
before in'the nintly Houſe, is in Reception with Fwpiter the Lord 
thereof, and he the great Patron'of Religion, and the Jaſt Con- 
junction 
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jandion of Satwrnand Jupiter, anno 1663. was upon the Cuſp 
of the ninth; Houſe in this Figure, and the Moon at that great 
Conjunttion was in Gemini, and in this Figure ſhe is in theninth 
in Oppoſition to her diſpoſitor in that : Hence it may appear to any 
whois Aſtrologically Learned, that the effes of this Phoſms prin- 
cipally will diſcover it ſclf in raifing up the (pirits of all ſorts of 
Diſſenters from our Religion eſtabliſhed by Laws, to the unhappy 
diſturbance thercot: And that ſuch Configurations have former- 
ly fo done (though blefled be God without advantage to- thoſe 
who have aimcd at its ruine) will manifeſtly appear by this Aſtro- 
logical Hifiory following. And firſt conſider whether Saturn 
doth not cauſe ſome hurry and moleſtation about Religion: in the 
World the fifteenth year always aftcr his Conjunition with Japiter, 
and perhaps this may better fatisfic the Reader, if he confiders 
the years 157$, 2598, 1618, 1638, 1658. and lafily the year 2578, 
with what Aſþe&s then happened, relating tothe ſeveral Coun- 
tries according to the place where their Aſpes happen, and that 
when they chance to fall in Gemini, Sagitarins, Aries or Libra 
with theix Q»adrangler, they concern England, and particular- 
ty when their Aſpetis happen in humane Signes, they then work 
vpon men, and their a&ions at home but if in Duadrupedian 
Signes, then their effects are Extrancous and Forreign 3 but of 
this matter ſome examples will more perfe@ly illuſtrate the Dif- 


courſe. 


Anno 1 563, 'In Auguft there was a Conjunttion of Saturn and 
Jupiter in Cancer, after which followed that third Bloody War in 
France about Religion 3 and the Dukes d Alvs made horrible 
work in the Low Countries : And the Maſſacre in Frence ſucced- 
ed alſo. 

© Anno 1578. Being 25 yearsafter the Comundtion, Saturn came 
to the Oppoſition hereof, and Mars was that year in Ang»ſt in 
 Owartile to Satwrn and in Oppoſition to Jupiter and the Sun. Pope 
Gregory the 13, Conſpircd with the Spaniards to Depoſe Quern 
Elizabeth, and to reſtore the Romiſh Religion;z and to this pur» 
poſe one Stukely , an Engliſh Fugitive, was-ſent with $00 Its- 
lians to Invade Ireland, and joyn there with the Popiſh Rebels 
who'in 1579. did many Murders, Anno 
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Anno 1581. Edmond Campian the bios Executed, with 
others, and new Laws made againſt'the Papiſts; Mars that year 
did tranſite Gemins, and in July, Mercwry in Leo paſſed by the 
Oppoſition of Saturn in Aquarines. 

Anno 1583. There was a Conjundion of Saturn and Fupiter in 
Piſces, and in July Mars being in Virgo, paſſed by the Oppoſition 
of them both 3 and ſhortly after Francis Throckmorton Elq, was 
Executed for contriving the death of the Queen, and ſhortly 
aſter William Parrey, for a Fad of the fame kind, together with 
a horrid Plot (diſcovered by one Creighton a Scotch Jeſuit , who 
was taken upen the Seas by Dutch Pirates ) of the Pope, and the 
Spaniards Reſolution to Invade England : By the Parliament, this 
year were all forbid to Harbour Papiſts , who were commanded 
todepart the Realm in 40 days. 

Anno 1588. When that ſo well known damnable deſign of the 
Spaniards was put in practice againſt England, there was a Con- 
jundion of Saturn, Marr, the Sun and Merewry in Tawrns: Yet 
without doubt this was but the effe& of rhe laſt CormjunTion of 
Saturnand Twpiter in Piſces with ſome other cauſes, advanced by 
the Oppoſition of Saturn and Mercurytrom Aries and Librain 1555, 
and their Conjundion in Aries 1336. Theſe without doubt were 
the Cauſes of thoſe difturbances in thoſe years by Mr. Babingtoz, 
Giffard a Prieſt, BaHarda Prieſt,and Hodgon one of the (ame Trade, 
together with PAzbeſpine the French Ambaſſador, all contrivieg 
the Queens death. 

Anno 1589. The Papitts again endeavour to Invade England 
again, by the means of Bruſe a Pricft, and Creighton a Jeſuit, who. 
drawed Huntley, Arral, Crawford, by vexſiwabon into Arms, but 
were by the care of King Famer prevented: Saturn was now in 
Gemini, in Oppoſition to Mars in Sagitary, and Jupiter in Virgo 
in Square to Satwrn., and ſhortly after Mars in Piſces near the 
place of the former Conjunttion in Squzre to Saturn, | 

Anno 1594. \DoGos Lopar was © Executed undertaking” to 
Poiſon the Queen, and Cullen, Tork, and Williams were appre- 
hended for undertaking to Burn the Fleet with Fire Balls 3 there 
was then in July a Comwndion of the Moon, Saturn, Marr, ro 
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and Mercnry in Leo in Oppoſition to Jupiter : Mars at. the, time 
of the Conjunttion was very near the Lyons- heart. 

Anno 1597. Saturn comes to the oppolite place of the laſt 
Conjurttion in Squaretto Mars in Gemini. Edward Squire was 
Fxccuted for endeavouting to Poiſon the Pommel of the Queens 
Saddle, and the Pommel of the Earl of Eſſex's Chair : To this he 
was perſwaded by Walpoole the Jeſuit, who gave him this Bene- 
dition. God bleſ; thee and give thee firengeb my Son, and give thee 
good conrage, 1 pawn my Sonl for thine , ana thou ſhalt bave my 
Prayers dead ayd alive. 

Anno 1603, June there was an Oppoſition of Saturn and Mer- 
cury from Sagitary and Gemini, upon which Oppoſition there was 
a horrible Plot diſcovered againſt King James : Thoſe concerned 
were the Lord Cobbam, the Lord Gray of W;lton, Six Walter 
Rarrleigh, Sir Griffin Markham,Six Edward Parham, Brook, Brookgby, 
Copley, Watſon and Clark, Prieſts; Their Indi&ment was "4 
Confpitin the Kings death, to raiſe Rebellion, to-alter Reli- 
gion, to ſubvert the State, aud procure Forreiga Invaſion ;; They 
were alt found guilty but Parbam, of whom there were but three 
put death, that is Clark, Brooks and Watſon, who was the man 
that drew all the reſt into the Plot. 

Anno 1603- There was a Conjunfon of Saturn and Jupiter in 
Sagitary, and from that time to the eng, of Jane following.
